It was good (raveling under foot 


as it resembled an immense carpet dotted 
hero and thero with the cactus plant which 
grows in these regions 
in 
abundance. 


Those immense plains wero covered with 
the burrows of the prairie dog whioh tilled 
the air all round wilh its shrill harking nt 
our approach as if it wished lo impress 
upon ns that wo were unwelcome visitors 
and intruding on its quiet dominions. 
The 


quietude was also disturbed by that well 
known 
reptile 
the rattlesnake which 


seems to swarm here and bask in tho sun in 
largo numbers. 


There was but little change in tho scenery 


until we sighted tho North Fork of the 
Bed Biver which towered for a considerable 
height over tho level plniu. 
When ncarinf; 


tho river, tho ground became broken and 
sandy, which made our marching anything 
but pleasant, and tried our teams to their 
utmost efforts. 
The river banks wero cov- 


ered with a white substance which shone 
like burnished silver in tho noon-day sun 
but on nearer approach we found it to be an 
alkali which when taken iu tho hand re- 
sembles n dirty kind of salt, of which the 
water in the river tasted strongly. 
Luckily 


for us there was but n email quantity than 
remaining in the bed of the river. 
If full, 


it would be r. most objectionable obstacle iu 
our path <a its width nt tho point of 
our 


crossing was at least two hundred yards. 
Hero our teams had some hard nulling as 
the wheels sunk to a considerable depth in 
the sand which obliged us to double up and 
while pulling nud shouting and whipping of 
mules on tho one bank, Battery F was not 
idle on 
the other, 
but with pick nnd 


shovel were busily engaged ia digging a 
roadway to enable the mules to haul those 
heavily laden army wngous up the steep 
banks. 
After some hard work tto teams 


once more were started on t'uu ciirpytc-u 
prairie and as Iho shades of evening W.TC 
casting their dark mantles around us we 
struck our camping ground whioh by us, 
tired and woary, was highly appreciated. 


On tho following morning at an early hour 


we 
ware again in motion, tents wero 


struck and once more found us on tho road. 
Ourronto now led through some rather 
rmjnli country ininrceuted by some small ] 
hills of a stony nature nnd covered with n 
ihort sage brush. 
On tho second day after 


crossing the 
Worth Fork wo struck the 


bod of tho main rivi-r. Its width at this 
point was fully n mile from bonk lo bank. 
There we hud to divest ourselves of our 
shoes to wnde through tho waters, which nt 
this season is not nt nil pleasant. Wo crossed 
the main bed of this river twice and on iho 
ISth of October completed one of the long- 
«st marches wo had mnilo since our depart- 
ure from Fort Sill. On tho evening of tho 
above data we camped on "Crosscheck" 
creek as the sun iu nil his splendor was 
fast declining behind tho neighboring hills. 
On tho opposite bnnk of tho creel: was en- 
camped it huge number 
of 
Comauche 


Indians who accompanied by a few soldiers 
of tho 4th II. S. cavalry ns escort, were out 
here for the purpose of buffalo hunting. 
There is not much regularity displayed in 
laying out nn Indian camp.
